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School is 
told that 
it must 
do better 

A SCHOOL has been told 
to boost standards by in¬ 
spectors who claimed more 
needed to be done to help 
disabled pupils. 

Colley Lane Primary 
School, in Cradley, has been 
told it ‘requires improve¬ 
ment’ by Ofsted. 

One in five children at the 
school are either disabled or 
have special needs. Inspec¬ 
tors said staff were failing to 
properly motivate disabled 
children and the pupils were 
not interested in their work. 

Headteacher John White 
acknowledged that he has 
got work to do. He said staff 
were ‘disappointed’ with the 
report but said they were 
working on an action plan. 

“We are always talking 
to our children who are 
disabled or have special ed¬ 
ucational needs and if they 
don’t feel tasks are motivat¬ 
ing or exciting then we want 
to put that right - these are 
some of our most vulnerable 
children,” he said. 

“We are pleased that 
the report recognised the 
children’s good behaviour 
and that they are safe and 
happy.” 

Pupils’ level of progress 
across the board is below 
what is expected of them, 
the report stated. As a re¬ 
sult, the school, which has 
607 pupils, has now seen its 
rating dropped from its pre¬ 
vious overall grade of ‘good’. 

Vandals hit 
town's shops 

THOUSANDS of pounds 
of damage has been caused 
after a vandal or vandals 
scrawled on shop windows 
in Halesowen town centre. 

Business owners have 
been left counting the costs 
after around 17 stores were 
targeted, including WH 
Smith and BrightHouse, 
with ‘tags’ etched into win¬ 
dow panes. 

Police are looking through 
CCTV images in a bid to 
catch those responsible for 
the attacks last Saturday 
night. They have appealed 
for witnesses. 


DEATH IN JAIL 
CHEATS FAMILY

‘WE are now suffering our 
own life sentence.’ 

These are the words of the 
daughter of murdered Halesowen 
pensioner Cynthia Beamond after 
the man accused of her killing was 
found dead in his prison cell. 

Beverley Hadley fought back tears as she 
spoke of her distress at knowing the man 
accused of her mother’s murder will not 
‘face justice for this horrendous crime’. 

Alleged killer Leo Barnes, aged 33, from 
Birmingham, was on trial for the murders 
of 80-year-old Mrs Beamond and Philip Sil- 
verstone, aged 67. 

He was accused of bludgeoning Mrs Bea¬ 
mond to death with a saucepan at her home 
in Juliet Road on June 27 last year. 

It was also alleged that he murdered Mr 
Silverstone with a car jack at his home in 
Belsize Park, London, the next day. 

Police said Barnes, of Runcorn Road, 
Balsall Heath, was found hanging in his 
cell at HMP Hewell in Redditch on Sunday 
morning. 

Devastated 

Outside Wolverhampton Crown Court 
this week Mrs Hadley said: “We are devas¬ 
tated as a family that the man we believe 
is responsible for the brutal murder of my 
beloved mum is not going to face justice for 
this horrendous crime. 

“On Friday 27 June 2014, my life changed 
forever when my mum and best friend went 
missing. Without mum, every day of our 
lives is painful and empty. 

“Every day I wake up thinking about her 
and believing that this whole nightmare 
is just a dream, but then the realisation 
hits me over and over again that it is not a 
dream - it really is that nightmare. 

“We have been deprived of those valuable 
final years of mum’s life and those precious 
moments with her to say our final goodbyes. 

“She is missed by everyone who knew 
her and her loss has left a huge void. As 
a family we are now suffering our own life 
sentence.” 

During the trial, Barnes, who denied the 
double murders, claimed Mrs Beamond died 


at the hands of a drugs gang that had just 
robbed him of cocaine he possessed as a 
drugs courier. 

Giving evidence last Thursday, he said 
he had hidden at Mrs Beamond’s home be¬ 
cause he believed he was being followed by 
gangsters or the police after completing a 
deal nearby. 

He told the court Mr Silverstone died 
after becoming embroiled in a three-man 
brawl with Barnes and a Polish man, who 
had hit him with a car jack. 

The alleged killer of the two pensioners 


had been on suicide watch prior to being 
found hanged in his cell, prison chiefs re¬ 
vealed. 

Barnes was found dead the day before he 
was to return to court for his on-going dou¬ 
ble murder trial. Last Friday he had been 
due to be cross-examined over the killings 
but had complained of feeling ill. 

A Prison Service spokesman said: “As 
with all deaths in custody, the Independent 
Prisons and Probation Ombudsman will 
conduct an investigation.” 

Tributes were paid to the victims and 
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Leo Barnes was found hanged in his cell

their families by prosecuter Stephen Line- 
han QC. 

He said: “The court can not express any 
opinion at all as to the guilt or innocence 
of this man, that would have been for the 
jury to decide. But those of us who have 
looked at the evidence in this case could 
have been in no doubt whatsoever, and no 
one who has seen the evidence in this case 
could have failed to see, Mrs Beamond come 
alive in the statements of her family— her 
goodness, her gentleness and her loving af¬ 
fection.” 


Parking 
protest is 
gathering 
support 

CAMPAIGNERS are rally¬ 
ing support in their protest 
about problems with people 
parking along a busy road in 
Halesowen. 

Whittingham Road res¬ 
idents say motorists are 
obstructing pavements and 
parking on double yellow 
lines. Now they want talks 
with Dudley Council in a 
bid to find a solution. They 
claim the road is clogged 
with traffic near to Hale¬ 
sowen College and Newfield 
Park Primary School. 

Plans for a £3 million 
performing arts centre to 
be built at Halesowen Col¬ 
lege have been approved by 
councillors, despite concerns 
being raised by people living 
near the site. In letters to 
the council, they say sur¬ 
rounding roads would be¬ 
come further congested as 
a result. 

But the college assured 
residents and the council 
that there would be no in¬ 
crease in numbers as a re¬ 
sult of the development. 

Ward councillors have 
started a campaign. Council¬ 
lors Ian Cooper and Donella 
Russell have been joined 
by Halesowen and Rowley 
Regis parliamentary Labour 
candidate Stephanie Pea¬ 
cock to survey the street. 

More double yellow lines, 
resident parking permits 
and restricted parking are 
among the ideas being put 
forward. 

Hospital A&E 
among best 

DUDLEY’S Russells Hall 
Hospital is among the best 
in England for A&E perfor¬ 
mance. 

Latest NHS figures show 
the hospital, run by the 
Dudley Group NHS Foun¬ 
dation Trust, saw almost 
100 per cent of its patients 
within four hours. 

Over the week ending 
January 18, of 1,684 A&E 
patients at the hospital, 98.5 
per cent were seen in time. 

The NHS target is 95 per 
cent but hospitals elsewhere 
fell woefully short.

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Coroner's concern at failures after op 


A CORONER has raised concerns 
about failings in care by hospital 
staff which led to a kidney disease 
patient suffering unnecessary pain 
and distress before she died. 

Black Country coroner Zafar 
Siddique said staff at Russells Hall 
Hospital could have done more to 
ease the suffering of Medina Jones. 

Mrs Jones, aged 42, of Brierley 
Hill, had been diagnosed with the 


rare condition calciphylaxis, which 
affects patients with kidney disease 
and results in non-healing wounds. 

An inquest at Smethwick Coun¬ 
cil House heard concerns raised by 
Anna Diamond, a lawyer represent¬ 
ing Mrs Jones’ family, that wounds 
had not been dressed properly, 
while a tissue viability nurse had 
not been involved early enough. 

Other issues included that she 


was moved between wards and 
there appeared to be a lack of com¬ 
munication between departments. 

Mrs Jones was diagnosed with 
renal impairment in 2006. On De¬ 
cember 19, 2012, she was taken to 
A&E with stomach pains and on De¬ 
cember 25 emergency surgery was 
performed. Wounds failed to heal 
and she died on April 4. 

Julie Paine, head of surgery with 


Dudley Group NHS Foundation 
Trust, said improvements to pro¬ 
cedure had been introduced since 
Mrs Jones’ death, including wounds 
being better assessed. 

Mr Siddique said: “Failures of 
wound care and pain management 
led to the distress for the patient 
and her family.” 

There was not enough evidence to 
support a verdict of neglect. 


Fill-in hospital boss is 
on up to £ 36 k a month

More in work 
as jobless 
figures fall 

THERE are 80 fewer Job¬ 
seeker’s Allowance claim¬ 
ants in Dudley as West Mid¬ 
lands unemployment fell 
by 34,000 to 173,000, the 
biggest drop of any region 
in the country. 

The latest jobless total 
from the Office for National 
Statistics shows a fall of 
58,000 to 1.91 million, the 
lowest since autumn 2008. 

A record 30 million people 
are in work. 

The number of claimants 
in Dudley is 5,800. The total 
Black Country claimant 
count was down 1,386, to 
24,998 in December. 

Striving 

Dudley Council leader 
Councillor Pete Lowe said: 

“What we are striving to 
do at the council is take a 
significant regeneration 
emphasis and look at all 
avenues of reducing unem¬ 
ployment. We have seen the 
new Premier Inn open in 
Stourbridge bringing a sig¬ 
nificant number of jobs. 

“What we are trying to 
do in Dudley is work with 
companies to ensure they 
are real jobs, not just casual 
work to get people off unem¬ 
ployment figures. It’s about 
getting real jobs, real pros¬ 
pects and real futures for 
people,” he said. 


talks with staff about cut¬ 
ting 400 jobs over two years 
to save £14 million. 

Published accounts show 
Mr Scott paid £132,259 
since last summer with 
payments of £34,200 in Au¬ 
gust, £36,000 in October, 
£27,859.57 in November and 
£34,200 in December. There 
were no payments recorded 
for July or September. 

Chief executive Paula 
Clark, who earns £180,000 a 
year, said the trust had been 
unable to recruit a perma¬ 
nent operations director due 
to a ‘national shortage’. 

She hailed Mr Scott’s 
work in having turned 
around accident and emer¬ 
gency, saying Dudley Group 
was one of only 11 trusts 
nationally to have met the 
four-hour waiting time tar¬ 
get over the busy December 
period. It is now the fourth 
best performing in the coun¬ 
try for waiting times. 

She said: “Before Mr 
Scott joined the trust in 
June 2014 we were consist¬ 
ently missing the A&E tar¬ 
get to see, treat, admit or 
discharge patients with four 
hours of arrival. 

“Jon Scott was recom¬ 
mended by Monitor (the 
NHS watchdog) as some¬ 
one who had a track record 
of operational turn-round 
in the NHS. Since he has 
joined the trust we have 
seen a transformation in the 
emergency care pathway. 

“The NHS is currently 
facing a national shortage 
of operations directors with 
many posts vacant and filled 
with interim directors.”

Birthday 
cash hope 
sparked 
robbery 

A WOMAN robbed a shop in 
a bid to get money for her 
daughter’s birthday, a judge 
heard. Marcia Anderson, 
of Rowley Regis, walked 
behind the counter of Sam- 
ra Stores in Victoria Park 
Road, Smethwick and de¬ 
manded cash from the till. 

Wolverhampton Crown 
Court was told that when 
the manager refused the 
42-year-old from Green¬ 
wood Avenue pulled some¬ 
thing from her sleeve. 

Mr Kevin Jones, prose¬ 
cuting, said: “The woman 
shop manager thought she 
was going to be shot. The 
defendant took some loose 
change from a drawer and 
left but during the incident 
the manager had removed 
clothing that was covering 
her face and recognised 
her.” 

Police found Anderson 
with £5 that had been taken 
from the shop. She pleaded 
guilty the robbery on July 7 
on the basis that she did not 
threaten to kill anybody and 
was not armed with a gun. 

Mr Jones concluded: “She 
told officers after her arrest 
that she was frantic to get 
some money because it was 
her daughter’s birthday.” 

Judge Martin Walsh ad¬ 
journed the matter to a date 
to be set and remanded An¬ 
derson in custody.

Cleared officer may face disciplinary hearing

A POLICE officer, who was cleared 
of causing the death by careless 
driving of a university student, 
could still face a police disciplinary 
hearing. 

Pc Vaughan Lowe, a West Mid¬ 
lands Police traffic officer from 
Stourbridge, was found not guilty 
after a trial at Warwick Crown 
Court. The 43-year-old’s unmarked 
police BMW, which had its blue 
lights and siren on, struck Chinese 
student Zhang Xuan Wei at a cross¬ 
ing on the A34 New Town Row in 
Birmingham in April 2012. 


The 24-year-old Birmingham City 
University student, was thrown into 
the air by the impact and died in 
hospital the next day. 

Lowe, who had been responding 
to reports of a stolen vehicle, denied 
causing Wei’s death by careless 
driving. 

The Independent Police Com¬ 
plaints Commission (IPCC) said 
that Mr Lowe could still be disci¬ 
plined over accusations of gross 
misconduct. 

IPCC deputy chairman Rachel 
Cerfontyne said its report has been 


passed on to Mr Zhang’s family and 
West Midlands Police. She said: 
“It found that Pc Lowe had a case 
to answer for gross misconduct as 
his driving fell below the required 
standard and failed to comply with 
a number of national and force¬ 
wide policies, as well as the High¬ 
way Code. West Midlands Police will 
now finalise internal disciplinary 
hearings.” 

Assistant Chief Constable Gary 
Cann said: “I once again extend 
our heartfelt condolences to Zhang 
Xuan Wei’s family and friends. No 


parent should have to lose a child 
in such tragic circumstances and I 
am very sorry for their loss. There 
are no winners as a result of this 
verdict. A family remain grieving 
for a loved one and a highly skilled 
police officer, who has dedicated his 
life to public service - and who had 
an otherwise unblemished driving 
history - will forever be haunted by 
the events of that night.” 

After the verdict, Judge Andrew 
Lockhart QC said: “This has been, 
for all concerned, a case that has 
been difficult and involved.”

Demand is

Emma Crook, from the 
Black Country Food Bank, 
said: “It’s frightening to 
think of how necessary the 
provision of emergency food 
has become.”

Sandwell Council was 
hoping a large chunk of the 
cost of the project would 
be met by a major house¬ 
builder. It is now pinning its 
hopes on a bid for £5m fund¬ 
ing from the Black Country 
Local Growth Fund. 

Ian Jones, council cabinet 
member for jobs and econ¬ 
omy, said developers had 
been put off by abnormal 
high development costs. 


Hannah tells of seeing mother killed

HANNAH Lewis was an ordinary 
little girl — until the day when she 
watched Nazis shoot her mother dead. 

Only in recent years has Hannah, 
aged 77, felt able to tell her story, to 
make sure people never forget the hor¬ 
rors unleashed by Nazism. 

“I am often asked why I talk about 
it. It is because what is awful is that 
this was not carried out by perpetra¬ 
tors in a fit of rage,” said Hannah. “It 
wasn’t by people in dispute and it was 
not by savage people. This was done to 
a blueprint.” 


Her story captivated an audience 
at Dudley College’s Great Hall during 
the town’s annual Holocaust com¬ 
memoration. 

Hannah was born in June 1937 in 
Wlodawa, Poland, the much-loved 
only child of Adam and Haya. She 
came from a prosperous Jewish fam¬ 
ily. Hannah’s family were marched to 
a labour camp called Adampol in 1943. 

Hannah’s father managed to escape 
to join the partisans fighting the Ger¬ 
man invaders but returned to urge his 
wife to flee with their little daughter. 


But Haya told him Hannah was too 
weak with illness to escape. The next 
day Hannah saw her mother shot by a 
German killing squad. 

“I saw her fall. I saw her blood on 
the snow. I knew I mustn’t scream. I 
just stood there.” 

After the war Hannah joined rela¬ 
tives in London. She married and has 
four children and eight grandchildren. 
She has returned twice to Adampol. 

“I would like to say I have been able 
to forgive but I have not,” she said. “I 
have acceptance but that is different.”

Axed bus route 
is partly restored 

NEW bus routes have 
launched for passengers 
in Old Hill and Cradley, in¬ 
cluding one restoring part 
of a service controversially 
axed by transport bosses. 

They will take passen¬ 
gers to Merry Hill shopping 
centre, Halesowen town 
centre and Blackheath. 

One of the four new 
routes replaces part of the 
old 297 service, travelling 
through Station Road and 
Barrs Road. 

The 297, which ran via 
Quarry Bank to Russells 
Hall Hospital, was stopped 
by National Express West 
Midlands in the summer.

Metro route to Merry 
Hill is back on agenda 


LONG-STALLED plans to create a second 
Midland Metro line serving the Merry Hill 
Centre will be considered at a meeting this 
week. 

Tram lines and light rail services connecting more 
of the Black Country with Wolverhampton and Bir¬ 
mingham are to be considered by transport chiefs. 

The West Midlands Integrated Transport Authority, 


which was due to meet yes¬ 
terday (Wednesday), was 
considering reviving the 
second Midland Metro line 
to connect the Merry Hill 
Centre with Wednesbury 
along the old Stourbridge 
freight line. 

Zoo 

Options include ‘very 
light rail’ similar to the 
£20 million plan for ‘tram 
trains’ to link Dudley Port 
station in Tipton to the 
site of Dudley’s former sta¬ 
tion at the bottom of Castle 
Hill, serving Dudley Zoo, 
the Black Country Living 
Museum and Dudley Canal 
Trust. 

A report to council leaders 
says it is re-visiting plans 
with ‘the first stated priority 
being the Walsall to Stour¬ 
bridge corridor to provide 
high-quality access to Merry 
Hill and Brierley Hill’. 

The report reveals legal 
powers remain in place to 
allow the line to be built 
‘although to date it has not 
proved possible to secure

funding’. It adds: “In rec¬ 
ognition of the difficulties 
in securing funding, the po¬ 
tential for Very Light Rail 
using innovative methods 
of track construction and 
motive power are being in¬ 
vestigated in tandem with 
proposals for a Light Rail 
Innovation Centre alongside 
the route.” 

It follows a request from 
Dudley, Sandwell, Walsall 
and Wolverhampton coun¬ 
cils which are keen to see a 
rapid transit network link¬ 
ing town centres in a bid to 
boost employment, educa¬ 
tion and leisure. 

If given the go-ahead, the 
review is likely to determine 
which routes and types of 
vehicle can offer the best 
options in terms of bene¬ 
fit and value for money. It 
would also take into consid¬ 
eration new developments 
such as the Black Country 
Enterprise Zones at i54 and 
Darlaston.

Punching 
driver led 
to arrest 
at airport 

PUNCHING a colleague at a 
taxi company finally caught 
up with Omar Shahed as he 
prepared to board a plane 
almost two and a half years 
later, a judge heard. 

The 33-year-old was in¬ 
volved in a bust up at Fast 
Line Taxis, Kingswinford, 
where he was working as a 
controller on June 7, 2012. 

Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard Shahed 
punched a driver in the face 
who had accused him of giv¬ 
ing jobs to his friends. 

One of the drivers thought 
Shahed was giving jobs to 
friends instead of sharing 
them equally, explained Mr 
Howard Searle, prosecuting. 

Shahed was at Manches¬ 
ter Airport on September 19 
last year and about to board 
a plane to Lahore when he 
was detained. There was 
no suggestion that he was 
trying to abscond, said Mr 
Malcolm Fowler, defending. 

The defendant from 
North Street, Kates Hill, 
pleaded guilty to assault 
and was given a 26-week jail 
sentence suspended for 18 
months with £800 costs and 
compensation. 

Judge Robin Onions told 
him: “It was an unpleasant 
assault but a humiliating 
experience for you to be ar¬ 
rested at an airport. No ex¬ 
planation has been offered 
and it escapes me why you 
were not traced until you 
were boarding a plane on 
family matters.”

Experts 
dig deep 
into glass 
heritage 

EXPERTS are to put their 
finds on show after complet¬ 
ing their excavation of the 
grounds of the Ruskin Glass 
Centre. 

Archaeologists began 
their journey into the past 
at the start of last year and 
say what they unearthed 
has allowed them to develop 
a timeline of glass making in 
Stourbridge. 

The most exciting discov¬ 
ery was the remains of a 
glass cone once at the Wol¬ 
laston Road site — similar 
to Wordsley’s famous Red 
House cone — until it col¬ 
lapsed in the 1700s. 

Window glass, bottles, 
phials, glass lenses and tiles 
were among other artefacts 
they came across from the 
site, once home to glass 
greats Webb Corbett and 
Royal Doulton. 

Stourbridge MP Margot 
James paid a visit to the 
centre to view the haul and 
she was amazed by what she 
saw. She said: “The archae¬ 
ological finds from this site 
will surely be an important 
spectacle for both local peo¬ 
ple and glass enthusiasts 
from the local area.” 

The findings will feature 
at an exhibition as part of 
the International Festival 
of Glass at the end of May. 

Paul Gadwan, principle at 
the centre’s Glasshouse Col¬ 
lege, said: “The discovery of 
what is believed to be one of 
the region’s first glass cones 
is of great historical impor¬ 
tance.” 


Protest held as councillors 
discuss child transport cuts 


PROTESTORS gathered outside a Dudley 
council office to show their anger at propos¬ 
als to make cuts to free transport for children 
with special needs. 

Up to 20 demonstrators from Dudley Coalition Against 
the Cuts gathered outside the office of Dudley Council’s 
children’s services last week while the council’s children’s 
services scrutiny committee was meeting to discuss the 
changes. 

The move comes as the 
council seeks to save more 


than £200,000 a year. 

The authority said it is not 
legally required to provide 
the service and launched a 
consultation over bringing 
in charges. 

The council currently 
pays for 49 children with 
additional needs to travel 
to specialist nurseries in the 
borough. 

Demand 

But leaders claim they 
have been forced to consider 
axing the service after cut¬ 
backs by Government. They 
also said that demand for 
the service will decrease and 
that by September, when 
the proposed charges could 
be introduced, only 11 chil¬ 
dren would be affected. 

Marc Carter, of Brierley 
Hill, was among the demon¬ 
strators. He said the trans¬ 
port needed to be tailored 
to the children’s needs, es¬ 
pecially if they had mobility 
problems or medical equip¬ 
ment such as oxygen tanks.

Another option was 
for parents to take their 
children, but this would 
increase the pressure on 
them, especially if they had 
to drive children to different 
schools. 

Mr Carter, who uses thee 
transport for his son Ben, 
aged 12, to get him to Old 
Park School in Brierley Hill, 
suggested the contracts for 
the free transport should be 
re-tendered to see if a ten or 
20 per cent saving could be 
made. 

Committee chairman 
Councillor Melvyn Mottram 
said the council would look 
at alternative ways of ena¬ 
bling the children to get to 
nursery, including providing 
a personal budget to pay for 
their own transport in ex¬ 
ceptional circumstances. 

A consultation on the 
plans is currently taking 
place and runs until March

IT’S confession time. I’ve 
changed, I’ve done a U-turn, 
turned my back on my princi¬ 
ples. 

Last year I wrote about my 
steadfast resistance to the 
smartphone revolution, and 
clinging to my battered old 
pay-as-you-go Nokia. People 
laughed at it but it made calls 
and sent text messages, which 
is essentially what a phone is for. 

But just over a month ago I 
succumbed, and got my first 
smartphone. Not that I paid for it, 
you understand. And I certainly 
haven’t tied myself down to one 
of those contracts which seem 
a bit too much like buying your 
telly on the never-never. 

But if you manage to amass 
10,000 ‘Freebie Rewardz’ points, 
you get one free, a Nokia Lumia 
something or other. And since 
the old one was clearly on the 
way out, it seemed rude not to. 

There are a lot of things I don’t 
like about Freebie Rewardz, 
not least the ‘z’.

Mr 
Vaizey was pleased to hear his 
fellow Tory Mr Uppal had been 
so involved. 

The Tories have now picked 
a candidate to hold on to 
Aldridge-Brownhills for them 
when Sir Richard Shepherd 
stands down at the election. The 
choice of Wendy Morton meant 
local councillor Marco Longhi 
missed out. Sir Richard’s envi¬ 
able majority makes it a much 
better prospect as Mrs Morton 
makes her third bid for Westmin¬ 
ster. Aldridge-Brownhills might 
be where we find out if there is 
any such thing as a safe seat.

I HAVE seen many letters 
blaming not being able to 
get a doctor’s appointment 
for two weeks for the influx 
of patients at A&E depart¬ 
ments in hospitals. But if 
your condition is serious 
you can be seen as an emer¬ 
gency patient at your GP 
surgery anyway and he/she 
will decide if you need hos¬ 
pital treatment. 

If you can wait two weeks 
for an appointment then 
you are not ill enough to go 
to A&E. I wonder how many 
people have grumbled about 
the wait only to find that 
they got better anyway and 
had to cancel the appoint¬ 
ment, or worse still just did 
not attend. 

I have many times at¬ 
tended my appointment to 
find not a single soul in the 
huge waiting room, been 


called straight in and taken 
a few minutes with the doc¬ 
tor. When I’ve come out still 
an empty waiting room. So 
the doctor then waits for 
his next patient to arrive, 
precious minutes that could 
have been spent dealing 
with someone under the old 
system of sit and wait. 

I think the two systems 
could be run side by side 
in all surgeries with a doc¬ 
tor on duty each day for 
patients prepared to sit 
and wait. I know this does 
happen in walk in centres 
but there are not enough 
of them so people are using 
A&E as walk in centres in¬ 
stead. I also think surgeries 
should be open at weekends, 
people are not ill just on 
weekday.

There is a lot of negative 
press about how poorly 
A&E is performing and one 
of the reasons for increased 
demand has been blamed on 
patients not being able to 
access their GP for an ap¬ 
pointment. 

At the surgery where I 
work during December, 40 
patients failed to attend for 
their appointment. This is 
the equivalent to a GP sit¬ 
ting waiting for seven hours 
for patients to arrive. What 
a waste of resources! 

We are just one surgery. 
If you looked nationally 
imagine what the numbers 
would add up to! 

Patients have to take re¬ 
sponsibility too. It is a part¬ 
nership between the NHS 
and patients, we both need 
to play our part.

Funding to help 
find youth jobs 

A BLACK Country train¬ 
ing company has secured a 
slice of £10 milli on Big Lot¬ 
tery funds to help support 
hundreds of jobless young 
people in Sandwell. 

BCTG is the only com¬ 
pany in the borough to 
work with the recent¬ 
ly-launched Talent Match 
programme targeting out- 
of-work 19 to 24-year-olds. 

Five jobs have been cre¬ 
ated to manage the pro¬ 
gramme in Sandwell aimed 
at young people who are 
furthest from the jobs mar¬ 
ket to secure opportunities. 

The Sandwell scheme 
and its new base are being 
officially launched on Feb¬ 
ruary 12 at The Hub, in 
High Street, West Brom¬ 
wich. Talent Match, a na¬ 
tional programme, aims 
to boost opportunities for 
young people. 

Valley bird centre 
is taking shape 

A NEW visitor centre in 
the heart of a Black Coun¬ 
try nature reserve is start¬ 
ing to take shape. 

The foundations have 
been laid and walls are 
being built as progress 
continues to be made on 
the new centre at the Royal 
Society for the Protection 
of Birds (RSPB) Sandwell 
Valley nature reserve. 

Work started in earnest 
in October on the new cen¬ 
tre, which is being built on 
the site of the old centre on 
Tanhouse Avenue, Great 
Barr, that was destroyed 
in an arson attack in 2010. 

Nadia Shaikh, a spokes¬ 
man for the RSPB, said the 
aim was to have the new 
centre completed by June, 
in time for an official open¬ 
ing in July. 


New hope for Hippodrome 
as group given extra time 


DUDLEY Hippodrome has taken one step 
closer to reopening as an entertainment 
venue after council leaders agreed there 
was ‘potential for a major and very exciting’ 
scheme to bring the site back into use. 

Entertainment company The ROK Group has 
been given a further two months to work on its busi¬ 


ness plan. 

It proves a major mile¬ 
stone in the campaign to 
save the theatre, which just 
two years ago was on the 
brink of demolition under 
council plans. 

Wolverhampton-based 
businessman Jonathan 
Kendrick, co-founder of The 
ROK Group, is behind the 
£8 million transformation 
plans for the Hippodrome. 

The theatre opened in 
1938 and closed in 1964. It 
later became a bingo hall, 
but that, too, closed in in 
2009. 

Investment 

In its heyday the theatre 
hosted stars such as comic 
Max Miller, Harry Secombe, 
Tommy Cooper, Humphrey 
Lyttleton, Bob Hope, Lau¬ 
rel and Hardy and George 
Formby. 

Mr Kendrick, whose fa¬ 
ther Vic owned the building 
in the 1960s, said his com¬ 
pany have now submitted 
three versions of the busi¬ 
ness plan to run the venue. 

He said the deal needs to 
be resolved as soon as pos¬ 
sible. 

“I’m pleased that we have 
got to this stage but it has

taken a long time to get 
here,” he said. “We have got 
to make a decision on this 
soon otherwise we will take 
our investment elsewhere. 

“It is especially emotional 
for me, with my attachment 
to the Hippodrome. We 
think it is the perfect set¬ 
ting. 

“Where else would you 
have unique attractions 
like the zoo and museum 
— that’s what Dudley can 
offer.” 

Under Mr Kendrick’s 
plans the Hippodrome 
would become a multi-pur¬ 
pose venue, with moving 
stages so it could host a wide 
range of events, from pop 
concerts to snooker com¬ 
petitions. His proposal also 
includes an exclusive ‘un¬ 
limited’ auditorium, which 
would mean people unable 
to make shows could watch 
performances via a pay-per- 
view Hippodrome app. 

He has pledged to work 
with campaign group the 
Friends of Dudley Hippo¬ 
drome on the ambitious 
project.

Woman is jailed after 
two dogs left starving

TIVIDALE Football Club’s battle to 
get their ground up to league stand¬ 
ard has been helped by the arrival 
of a batch of seats from London’s 
Olympic Stadium. 

In the coming weeks a total of 
190 yellow plastic seats are set to 
be fitted into the main stand at 
The Beeches ground, as the club 
embarks on a race against time to 
improve facilities at the stadium. 

Tividale, who currently sit 14th 
in the Evo-Stik Northern Premier 
League First Division South, have 
been told by league bosses they 
need to upgrade the ground by the 
end of March. 


This includes fitting new seating 
in the New Birmingham Road stand 
as part of an increase in ground ca¬ 
pacity to 1,300. An army of volun¬ 
teers have already helped to install 
new turnstiles and changing rooms 
at the ground on Packwood Road. 

A new standing area is planned 
for the Birch Terrace part of the 
stadium ahead of the start of the 
2015/16 campaign. 

Treasurer Richard Harrison said 
Tividale’s secretary Leon Murray 
contacted bosses at the Olympic 
Stadium when he found out they 
were offloading yellow seats, a 
match for their mainly yellow strip. 


A PET owner from Halesowen 
has been jailed for five months 
after leaving her two dogs starv¬ 
ing, one dying as a result. 

Jodi Russell, from Hillwood Road, 
was sentenced at Dudley Magistrates 
Court after magistrate Neville Jinks 
described the animal cruelty case as 
“one of the worst cases of animal cru¬ 
elty this court has seen for a very long 
time”. 

The 28-year-old was also given a lifetime 
ban from looking 
after animals or 
being associated 
with them in any 
way. 

Russell, a mother 
of four, was found 
guilty of two 
charges of causing 
unnecessary suffer¬ 
ing to the dogs and 
four charges of fail¬ 
ing in her duty as 
an owner at Dudley Jailed — Jodi Russell 
Magistrates’ Court. 

Russell will serve a 20-week sentence for 
the offences, to run concurrently. 

The court heard the dogs were described 
as ‘lifeless’ and given the lowest possible 
condition ratings by vets after they were 
seized from Russell’s former home in Maple 
Road fourteen months ago. 

One of the dogs, named Storm, was de¬ 
scribed as the thinnest a vet had ever seen 
and died within 24 hours. The other sur¬ 
vived and was later re-homed. 

The court heard how RSPCA charity in¬ 
spector Steven Morrell found the dogs in a 
starving state in urine-soaked cages in the 
living room of Russell’s home while chil¬ 
dren played around them. 

Mr Daryll Foster, defending, said Russell 
was suffering emotionally when she had the 
dogs, following the death of her father and 
after splitting up with her partner. 

He said: “Miss Russell, in hindsight, now 
accepts that she has done wrong.”

New cameras to catch 
motorway speeders 



Driver beware - the new speed cameras will be installed on a stretch of the M6 on the overhead gantries 


HARD-TO-SPOT speed cam¬ 
eras are to be installed on a 
stretch of the M6. 

The Highways Agency says the new 
cameras, part of a £2.1 million national 
project, will be able to monitor all four 
lanes including the hard shoulder from 
overhead gantries. Conventional cam¬ 
eras are trained on one lane. 

There are calls for the grey camera 
housings to be painted yellow like the 
old Gatso cameras on normal roads. 

The Hadecs3 cameras will be in¬ 
stalled between junctions 10a for the 
M54 and 13 Stafford of the M6. The 
work is part of the £87.5m smart mo¬ 


torways project which will bring in 
variable speed limits and open the 
hard shoulder to traffic in busy times. 

Yellow 

John Spellar, MP for Warley and 
a former transport minister, said: 
“When I was transport minister I or¬ 
dered that speed cameras should be 
painted a clearly visible yellow. The 
aim should be to adjust behaviour, not 
to catch out motorists. It seems these 
are being sneaked into the managed 
motorway network. 

“I instigated this programme of hard 
shoulder running which gives a big 
boost to capacity and better journeys. 


However, too often speed restrictions 
are left on when the congestion has 
passed. Police and Highways Agency 
should get their act together and stop 
fleecing the hard pressed motorists.” 

Hugh Bladon, of the Alliance of Brit¬ 
ish Drivers, said: “The 70mph limit is 
not a speed that a lot of people bother 
to observe. It was brought in at a time 
when the stopping power of cars was a 
bit like stopping an oil tanker.” 

A Highways Agency spokesman 
said: “There are clear signs where 
cameras are in place.” 

Meanwhile, mobile speed cameras 
have accounted for 1,285 fines on 
Manor Way, the Halesowen bypass.

Bear facts of life in zoo ravine 
uncovered during restoration 


THEY were once star attractions, 
delighting young and old alike, 
but their names had been forgot¬ 
ten until now. 

Engineers revamping Dudley Zoo’s 
bear ravine were surprised to discov¬ 
er the names of bears formerly housed 
at the building still painted over their 
den doors. 

The discovery was made as workers 
began clearing out the den area at the base 
of the famous Tecton enclosure. 

The names of the bears - Tina, Drownie 
and Mr Tumper - are daubed in paint above 
the metal den doors. All three would have 
lived within the enclosure and been a draw 
for visitors to the attraction. 

Workers also discovered a steel-spiked 
roller used as a security measure on the 
lower cantilevered platform to prevent the 
animals reaching visitors. 

It is not the first time long-hidden parts 
of the attraction’s long history have been 
uncovered by an ongoing restoration pro-

ject. Construction supervisor Carlo Diponio 
said the latest find made the history of the 
building ‘come even more alive’. 

“The den doors are still in great condi¬ 
tion, although the dens themselves are not 
suitable for modern day animal husbandry,” 
he said. “The roller just needs cleaning up 
and galvanising. 

“It was a real surprise to discover the 
names of some of the bears who once lived 
there still clearly painted on the doors.” 

Zoo experts said it was not known when 
these particular bears lived at the attrac¬ 
tion. 

Dr David Beeston, registrar and research 
co-ordinator at the zoo, said the ravine was 
last used to house Himalayan brown bears 
in the late 1970s. 

And bosses have confirmed the discovered 
names will be retained - remaining part of 


the attraction in future. Work on the bear 
ravine is being carried out as part of the sec¬ 
ond phase of a £1.15 million project funded 
by the Heritage Lottery Fund. 

Earlier work has seen the iconic zoo en¬ 
trance and the Safari Shop restored. Zoo 
chief executive Peter Suddock said resto¬ 
ration work would include adding a tough¬ 
ened piece of glass into the floor so visitors 
could view the dens underneath. 

The steel roller will also be restored to its 
original position. 

Balcony 

Mr Suddock said: “We are hoping to keep 
an animal species on the lower level, which 
incorporates the original bear pit, but the 
dens won’t be in use. 

“By putting a clear glass panel in the 
floor of the balcony where visitors will be 
able to access it will allow them to see the 
dens below and spot the bear names for 
themselves.” 

Previous finds during the restoration 
include the discovery of an advertisement 


for Black Country sweet company Teddy 
Gray’s rock. Workers removing paint on 
one of the old sweet kiosks made the find. 

The advertisement dated back to 1937, 
when the zoo first opened to the public. 

And workers at the bear ravine also pre¬ 
viously came across an enamel plaque, dat¬ 
ing from the 1950s, on the pit wall. 

Both the kiosk and bear ravine are 1930s 
Tectons and date back to when the zoo first 
opened. The zoo has the world’s single larg¬ 
est collection of Tecton buildings, 12 listed 
structures around the site intended for both 
animal and visitor use. 

They were built by Berthold Lubetkin’s 
Tecton Group. The ravine is considered by 
experts to be the most impressive Tecton 
within the collection, according to bosses at 
the attraction. 

Workers have put up £15,000 of scaffold¬ 
ing around the bear ravine structure while 
work takes place. 

This includes repairs and matching col¬ 
ours to the original paintwork. Cleaning of 
the building is costing £48,000.

Action plan to tackle patient 
waiting times for blood tests 


WAITING times for patients having 
blood tests in Dudley will be reduced 
under plans to improve the service. 

People have to wait an average of 30 
minutes although at busy times it can take 
up to an hour for them to be seen by a phle- 
botomist. 

Extra staff will be recruited to help meet the 
demand for the service and the waiting area for 
patients will be revamped at Russells Hall Hos¬ 
pital. The service is also being relocated within 
the hospital before March. 

The number of blood test work stations and 
waiting rooms at the Corbett outpatient centre 
in Stourbridge will be increased. 

It’s not yet known how many extra phleboto- 


mists will be recruited to take blood tests as the 
plans are still at an early stage. 

Bosses at Dudley Group NHS Foundation 
Trust are also looking at offering patients the 
chance to book appointments and are also con¬ 
sidering offering the service for the first time at 
the Guest outpatient centre in Dudley. 

Demand 

Paula Clark, chief executive of Dudley Group 
NHS Foundation Trust said: “Due to increasing 
demand on our phlebotomy service, The Trust is 
looking into the feasibility of extending the ser¬ 
vice to help improve waiting times and provide a 
more comfortable area for patients to wait. 

“Because the service is open access — patients 
do not need to book an appointment — the num¬ 


bers of patients we see each hour can be unpre¬ 
dictable and the department can get very busy 
and overcrowded. This is generally for a short 
period in the morning. 

“Our waiting time audits show that patients 
are often seen within 10 minutes of arrival and 
the average waiting time is no longer than 30 
minutes. During peak times patients can wait 
up to 60 minutes to be seen by a phlebotomist. 

“Our plan is to relocate the service within 
Russells Hall Hospital, increase the number of 
blood test work stations and waiting rooms at 
Corbett Outpatient Centre and consider offering 
the service at Guest Outpatient Centre. We plan 
to increase the number of phlebotomists taking 
blood tests and introduce planned booked ap¬ 
pointments for some testing.”

Hilda Holland, aged 79, from Rowley Regis, was badly 
injured when the footwear dropped from an overhead lug¬ 
gage compartment on the Thomas Cook flight on January 
10. Fifty minutes into the flight from Fuerteventura to Bir¬ 
mingham, a fellow passenger opened the locker when the 
heavy leather suede shoe fell out. 

Mrs Holland was treated by two nurses who happened 
to be on the Thomas Cook Airbus A321-211. The plane 
made a diversion to Lisbon where Hilda was rushed on a 
stretcher to hospital and given a CT scan, which showed 
no permanent damage. Mrs Holland was kept in overnight 
before she and husband John, 77, were allowed to return 
to the airport. She said: “I was sitting there and all of a 
sudden I felt a bang on my head.

Motorcyclists ride again 
in memory of Brandon

MORE than 250 bikers turned 
out to honour a 27-year-old 
cancer victim in a ride from 
Halesowen to Shropshire and 
back. 

Last January it was Brandon Carter 
who was centre stage at the rally which 
saw the bikers travel from Halesowen 
to a popular bikers’ cafe at Quatford, 
near Bridgnorth, when he fulfilled his 
dream of riding on a Harley Davidson, 
months after he had been diagnosed 
with terminal skin cancer. 

Brandon, from Colley Gate, lost his 


battle with cancer in May but motor¬ 
cycle enthusiasts were determined to 
ride again for Brandon and to raise 
cash for the cancer charity backed by 
his family.

nip fears 
Impact of 
job cuts 
at hospital 


AN MP has urged Government ministers to 
step in to prevent job losses at Dudley’s Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital 

In a passionate House of Commons speech Dudley 
North MP Ian Austin said the proposed cutting of 
400 jobs at Russells Hall Hospital over the two years 
would have a significant impact on quality of care. 

The Dudley Group NHS Foundation Trust, which runs 


the hospital, is holding talks 
with staff and has opened 
a two-phased redundancy 
plan. 

Speaking in a debate on 
the NHS, Labour MP Mr 
Austin said: “Everyone 
agrees that savings should 
first be sought among man¬ 
agement and back office 
functions but the truth is 
even if they sacked every 
manager it wouldn’t even 
come close to the sort of 
savings the hospital needs 
to make. Instead, making 
redundancies could affect 
theatre staff, radiologists, 
staff dealing with blood 
tests and even some mid¬ 
wives will be able to apply 
for redundancy. 

“The trust says it will do 
everything it can to protect 
the service patients receive 
but no-one can pretend our 
hospital can lose almost one 
in 10 of its workforce with-

out having a real impact on 
frontline patient care.” 

He told MPs that hun¬ 
dreds of residents had re¬ 
sponded to his survey with 
98 per cent saying they 
thought care at the hospital 
will deteriorate if job cuts go 
ahead. 

While praising staff for 
battling “heroically” over 
Christmas, he said pressures 
on resources were increas¬ 
ing. He added: “In common 
with other NHS trusts the 
Dudley group is required to 
make efficiency savings of 
four per cent a year, which 
equates to £12 million each 
year. At the same time the 
hospital is facing costs pres¬ 
sures caused by increased 
demands on emergency ser¬ 
vices and providing seven 
day services.”

Plan to convert 
pub into shop 

A LANDMARK pub in 
Stourbridge will become 
the latest to be convert¬ 
ed into a shop, under new 
plans. 

Proposals to transform 
the Gigmill pub, in South 
Road, Norton, into a store 
have been tabled by Mar- 
ston’s brewery. 

The brewery have sub¬ 
mitted plans to Dudley 
Council for a change of 
use to retail, extending 
the building and creating a 
new shop front and service 
area. 

Council planning officers 
have recommended that 
the plans are approved 
when it comes before Dud¬ 
ley Council’s planning 
committee on Monday. 

Campaigns have helped 
to save pubs in Sedgley 
and Cradley Heath facing 
similar threats. 

Direct rail service 
is back on track 

AN hourly direct train 
service from Hagley to 
Worcester has been rein¬ 
stated following calls from 
campaigners. 

Train operator London 
Midland had axed the 
service when the timeta¬ 
ble was redesigned to ac¬ 
commodate an improved 
Hartlebury service and 
passengers from Hagley 
then had to change at Kid¬ 
derminster. 

Hagley residents, backed 
by members of the Stour¬ 
bridge Line User Group 
(SLUG), argued trains 
could easily make up the 
time needed to call at Hag¬ 
ley so London Midland 
agreed to resume the ser¬ 
vice. Chairman Rob He¬ 
bron said: “The group is 
pleased about the restored 
service.” 


Academy schools under 
fire over falling stardards 


ACADEMIES in Sandwell have come under 
fire from council leader Darren Cooper af¬ 
ter he called the standard of education for 
young people in the borough ‘unacceptable’. 

Councillor Cooper will summon school academy 
headteachers to a meeting to discuss plummeting 
standards. 


He said he wanted to 
talk about how the council 
could support the schools to 
‘change their ways’. Many 
of the secondary schools in 
the borough had chosen to 
become academies to move 
away from council involve¬ 
ment in their affairs. But 
Councillor Cooper said he 
felt the standard of edu¬ 
cation available to young 
people in Sandwell was ‘un¬ 
acceptable.’ 

The council has pledged to 
take action at Ace Academy 
in Tipton and Wodensbor- 
ough Academy in Wednes- 
bury following a significant 
drop in GCSE results. 

It said Bristnall Hall 
Academy, Oldbury Acad¬ 
emy and Mesty Croft Pri¬ 
mary Academy had all fallen 
below a good Ofsted rating 
since the change. RSA Acad¬ 
emy, Ormiston Sandwell 
Community Academy and 
Forge Academy are all rated 
as requiring improvement 
by Ofsted. There has been a 
three-year decline in GCSE 
exam performance at both 
Sandwell Academy and 
Wood Green Academy. 

Council children’s chief 
Simon Hackett accused the 
Government of ‘ripping’

money out of the council 
which had resulted in the 
authority no longer being 
able to continue its over¬ 
sight role. 

While he regarded the 
performance of the bor¬ 
ough’s primary schools 
as ‘excellent,’ standards 
had dropped at second¬ 
ary schools which were no 
longer council maintained. 

He added: “Children in 
these schools are Sandwell 
children and what they 
deserve is the best possi¬ 
ble education to give them 
the best start in life. Even 
though this Government 
wants us to keep our hands 
off, I don’t agree with that.” 

Caroline Bletso, a spokes¬ 
man for Ormiston Acad¬ 
emies Trust, said: “The 
longer that schools are part 
of Ormiston Academies 
Trust, the better they get. 
We are absolutely focused 
on driving performance in 
every academy we support, 
including the underper¬ 
forming schools we have re¬ 
cently taken over from the 
council.” 


Roll up for a spectacular Barnum

ROLL up roll up for the great circus 
musical ever... then there have not 
been that many circus musicals. 

Barnum was a Broadway hit in the 
early 1980s and its West End version 
is chiefly known for reigniting Michael 
Crawford’s star quality just before he 
landed the big one, the Phantom job. 

It’s a favourite show of impresario 
Cameron Mackintosh, who perhaps 
feels a kinship with the great 19th 
Century American showman PT Bar¬ 
num. It is Mackintosh who is behind 
this touring revival of Cy Coleman and 
Michael Stewart’s musical. 

The fun starts before curtain up 
with jugglers and acrobats mingling 
with the audience, before the original 


flim-flam man, Phineas Taylor Bar¬ 
num, takes centre stage singing There 
Is A Sucker Born Ev’ry Minute. 

Brian Conley is the sort of enter¬ 
tainer who dominates a stage and 
is so perfectly cast as the extrovert 
showman, joking with the audience 
and performing magic tricks and an 
impressive wire-walking act. He can 
handle the change of pace for some 
more poignant moments. His gravel 
voice meant some of Stewart’s witty 
and clever lyrics were lost, but overall 
Conley’s performance, like Barnum 
himself, was a triumph of chutzpah. 

Excellent support came from West 
End regular Linzi Hateley as the 
long-suffering Mrs Barnum, whose 
level-head takes Phineas from side¬ 
show barker to celebrity showman. 


Kimberly Blake was poised and ele¬ 
gant as ‘Swedish Nightingale’ Jenny 
Lind, Mrs B’s love rival. 

The choreography by an incredibly 
hard working and gymnastic cast, 
particularly Mikey Jay-Heath as a dy¬ 
namic ‘tiny’ Tom Thumb, is first class. 

The only drawback is the one that 
has always bedevilled the show, song- 
wise it is all filler and no killer. The 
general theatre-going public are prob¬ 
ably dimly aware of Come Follow The 
Band, all the other songs are pleasant 
but forgettable, failing to match the 
spectacular production. 

Barnum is at the Grand until Satur¬ 
day and returns to the region at Bir¬ 
mingham Hippodrome from July 7 to 
August 1.

Backing 
for Sir 
Winston's 
memorial 

A £100,000 funding bid to 
restore an iconic Dudley 
memorial to war-time lead¬ 
er Winston Churchill is to 
be drawn up. 

The campaign to bring 
back the colourful stained- 
glass tribute, which formed 
the centrepiece of Dudley’s 
original Churchill Precinct 
for more than 20 years, was 
launched in 2013. 

As the nation marks the 
50th anniversary of Sir 
Winston’s death, it has now 
been announced the vital 
funding bid for the memo¬ 
rial will now be drawn up. 

The original memorial 
consisted of 17 panels which 
stretched across a section of 
the Churchill Precinct. It 
was designed by world-re¬ 
nowned artist Edward 
Bainbridge Copnall and was 
unveiled in 1969. The me¬ 
morial was taken down in 
1991 after vandal attacks 
and weather damage took 
their toll. Remaining panels 
were placed in storage. 

Dudley North MP Ian 
Austin, who started the 
campaign, has brought to¬ 
gether a team which has 
met with Heritage Lottery 
Fund bosses. The team has 
now won Dudley Council 
backing to put together the 
£100,000 bid to fund the res¬ 
toration project. 

Mr Austin said: “I’m re¬ 
ally pleased we’re able to 
make this announcement to 
coincide with the anniver¬ 
sary of Winston Churchill’s 
death 50 years ago. Every¬ 
one who grew up in Dudley 
will remember the magnifi¬ 
cent memorial.”

P aul O’Grady’s not afraid to 
admit he’s a big old softie - 
well, we see it in every 
episode of his For the Love of 
Dogs series, in which he manages 
to turn even the hardiest of us to 
mush. 


While this is something slightly 
different, it still has that ‘aw’ factor 
and the ever-giving Paul can be 
content in the knowledge that he’s 
still doing his bit for the animal 
kingdom. 

Yes, this series had ‘Paul 
O’Grady’ written all over it, so it 
was little surprise when it aired for 
the first time last year that he was 
brought on board to present. 

Paul has the best of both worlds 
as far as his career is concerned 
now, combining his love for animals 
in this series and For the Love of 
Dogs with the glitz and glamour of 
talking to celebrities on his live chat 
shows. 


He explained to TV Choice: “I 
think I blend the two, although I’m 
sort of known now for animals. I

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High hopes for new citycar 


By David Banner 

Suzuki has had a tough time in 
the past few years, and when 
pressed its UK importers tend 
to hold up their hands and put 
the blame squarely on global 
exchange rates. 

Yes, those same exchange rates 
that saw Daihatsu pull out of the UK 
and Subaru discover the relative 
strength of the yen versus the pound 
made its cars as expensive as some 
BMWs and Audis. 

We have every sympathy for Suzuki. 
Subaru were pretty much hosed for a while 
because all of its manufacturing base was 
in Japan, so they bore the full brunt of the 
fiscal fluctuations. Suzuki has boxed a bit 
cleverer and leveraged its longstanding 
association with Maruti in India to bring 
us the Celerio citycar. Can it compete with 
some very sophisticated rivals in the UK? 
More to the point, does it actually need to? 

The 1.0-litre three-cylinder petrol engine 
develops a total of 66bhp at 6,000rpm and 
89Nm of torque at 3,500rpm, so you’re go¬ 
ing to need to give the throttle pedal a bit 
of treatment to get anywhere. 

Power goes to the front wheels via a 
five-speed manual gearbox at first, but we 
suspect that most UK buyers will want to 
talk to their dealer about matching the Du¬ 
aljet engine technology to Suzuki’s Auto 
Gear Shift. This system features an intel¬ 
ligent shift control actuator positioned at 
the top of the transmission that operates 
the gearshift and clutch automatically. With 


AGS, the driver can enjoy the ease driving 
of an automatic in city traffic, but without 
any loss in fuel efficiency or increase in 
C02 emissions that would normally be the 
case with a conventional torque convert¬ 
er-equipped automatic transmission. 

There’s even a low-speed ‘creep’ facility 
which allows the car to move in gear with¬ 
out the accelerator being applied, ideal in 
slow traffic and when parking. 

The Celerio probably isn’t going to turn 
too many heads, being a fairly gener¬ 
ic-looking citycar in the modern mould. 
That’s not to say its styling lacks merit, just 
that it’s nothing too adventurous. The most 
notable flourishes are probably the deeply 
sculpted flanks, with an arcing swage line 
that runs just below the door handles. The 
front grille is unusual, with a three-bar de¬ 
sign that kinks upwards at each extremity 
into the big headlight pods. 

Vast 

The body measures just 3,600mm 
from stem to stern and 1,600mm wide, 
so parking it shouldn’t present too much 
of a difficulty. A height of 1,530mm and a 
non-slanting roofline affords respectable 
headroom for occupants. The 2,425mm 
long wheelbase provides a tandem dis¬ 
tance of 743mm, which gives plenty of 
space in the cabin for five occupants. The 
boot is vast for a citycar, with a capacity of 
254-litres. 

The Celerio is tasked with pensioning off 
both the Splash and the Alto in the Suzuki 
range, which is quite a weight of responsi¬ 
bility to land on its narrow shoulders. Built 
in Thailand, it’s clearly targeting the value 
end of the citycar market. 

Prices start at around £8,000 for the SZ3

version, rising to around £9,000 for the 
plusher SZ4. 

Standard specification highlights for the 
Celerio SZ3 include six airbags (driver, 
passenger, side and curtain), ESP stability 
control, air conditioning, alloy wheels, DAB 
Radio, CD tuner, USB, Bluetooth connec¬ 
tivity and remote central locking. The even 
higher equipped SZ4 model adds polished 
alloy wheels, rear electric windows, front 
fog lamps, body-coloured door mirrors 
and chrome front grille. The Celerio is of¬ 
fered in six colours, of which five are op¬ 


tional metallic finish and one a standard 
solid colour. 

The Suzuki Celerio is always going to be 
overshadowed by state-of-the-art city slick¬ 
ers like the Volkswagen Up or the Renault 
Twingo, but it was never really designed to 
compete with the more high-end offerings 
of the sector. But after the Hyundai il 0 and 
the Volkswagen Up, the biggest selling 
citycar in the UK in 2014 was the Suzuki 
Alto. The Celerio looks set to do even bet¬ 
ter than the Alto, with its super-low emis¬ 
sions and clever transmission.

The new Subaru Outback, the 
fifth-generation of the brand’s pio¬ 
neering crossover, will go on sale 
in the UK from April 1 priced from 
£27,995 (on-the-road). 

Introduced in 1995 as the first ever 
crossover and spawning a whole range 
of copy cat models ever since, the Out¬ 
back has continued to successfully com¬ 
bine the virtues of a tourer with those of 
an SUV, winning over drivers with its prac¬ 
tical, all-road nature. 

The on the road price range of £27,995 to 
£32,995 means the all-new Outback stays in 
the same price bracket as the outgoing ver¬ 
sion despite having new exterior design, a 
more spacious and higher quality interior and 
a range of advanced safety equipment and in- 
car technology. The new Outback also boasts 
a very generous standard specification. 

Technology 

New to the latest model, EyeSight is Sub¬ 
aru’s advanced collision avoidance technolo¬ 
gy which acts as a ‘second pair of eyes’ for 
drivers, employing stereo colour camera tech¬ 
nology to monitor the road and traffic ahead 
for potential hazards. This is the first time the 
technology has been made available in the UK 
and Europe. 

The system’s two colour cameras are locat¬ 
ed in front of the rear view mirror to detect the 
presence of vehicles, pedestrians, cyclists and 
other potential hazards. EyeSight is fitted as 
standard to every Outback fitted with Subaru’s 
Lineartronic (CVT) transmission, and includes 
autonomous Pre-collision Braking Control and 
Pre-collision Throttle Management, Adaptive 


Cruise Control and Lane Departure & Sway 
Warning. 

While clearly maintaining the distinctive 
Subaru Outback identity, Subaru’s designers 
strived to make the new model more dynam¬ 
ic while keeping true to its rugged cross-over 
roots.
